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INTRODUCTION. 


THE  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  PROTECTION 
OF  LIFE  FROM  FIRE  was  formed  on  the  22nd 
of  March,  1836,  having  for  its  sole  object  the  preser- 
vation of  Life  from  Fire,  by  organizing  a body  of 
men  who  shall  be  provided  with,  and  instructed  in 
the  use  of,  Public  Fire  Escapes,  which  will  be  kept 
in  readiness  at  various  convenient  stations  ; and,  also 
by  exciting  Firemen,  Policemen,  and  others,  to  a 
prompt  attention  to  the  scene  of  danger — by  holding 
out  rewards,  as  the  merit  of  the  case  may  deserve. 

Never  was  a Society  ushered  into  existence  which 
commended  itself  so  forcibly  to  the  personal  interest 
of  every  individual: — For,  while  property  of  every 
description  may  be  insured  at  a trifling  expense,  and, 
the  loss  made  good  to  the  owner,  until  the  present 
time  there  has  not  existed  an  Institution  to  preserve 
Life  from  Fire. 

The  best  feelings  of  our  nature  recoil  with  horror 
from  the  dreadful  catastrophe  of  a Father,  a Mother, 
a Child,  a Family,  being  suddenly  enveloped  in 
Flames,  without  the  possibility  of  Escape — at  such  a 
momentous  crisis  what  earthly  possession  would  bear 
competition  with  the  saving  one  of  them. 

In  almost  every  Country  in  Europe  ample  means 
are  provided  for  the  Protection  of  Life  from  Fire, 
but  in  England,  whose  benevolent  Institutions  far 
out-number  those  of  any  other  nation  on  the  face  of 
the  Globe  there  is  no  provision  to  rescue  Life  from 
the  most  terrible  of  all  deaths.  Who' we  ask,  can 
retire  to  rest  at  night,  with  the  full  assurance  that 
they  shall  not  be  awakened  by  the  alarm  of  Fire  ? 
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This  Appeal  then  is  to  every  individual  to  come 
forward,  not  only  for  the  protection  of  their  neigh- 
bours but  themselves  ; and,  by  a prompt  and  liberal 
Subscription  enable  the  Committee  to  carry  out  to 
the  fullest  extent  the  object  which  the  Society  has 
been  formed  to  accomplish — and  thus  fill  up  the 
blank  that  has  so  long  existed  in  the  list  of  our  Na- 
tional Institutions. 

The  specific  Objects  of  the  Society  are— 

1st. — To  organize  and  train  an  effective  body  of 
men,  who  shall  be  so  disposed  in  different  parts  of  the 
Metropolis,  as  to  be  promptly  on  the  spot  in  all  cases 
of  Fire  ; and  whose  sole  object  shall  be  the  Preserva- 
tion of  human  Life. 

2nd. — To  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  merits  of 
the  different  inventions  which  may  be  presented  to  the 
Society’s  notice,  as  calculated  to  facilitate  escape 
from  Fire. 

3rd. — To  adopt,  for  the  Society’s  use  such  Escapes 
as  shall  be  capable  of  being  externally  applied  in  the 
most  ready  and  efficacious  manner  ; and  which  shall 
be  kept  at  convenient  stations  under  the  charge  of 
the  Society’s  men. 

4tli. — To  recommend  to  Public  notice  such  Escapes 
as  shall  appear  to  be  the  best,  to  be  provided  by  indi- 
viduals, and  kept  in  dwelling-houses  for  use  in  the 
absence  of  external  aid  ; and  also  to  diffuse  informa- 
tion in  every  way  relative  to  the  best  methods  of  in- 
suring the  safety  of  persons  in  danger. 

5th. — To  bestow  rewards,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Society,  on  such  persons  as  shall  at  any  time  distin- 
guish themselves  by  their  endeavours  to  save  human 
Life  in  case  of  Fire. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


1st. — A Subscription  of  5s.  annually,  or  of  £2.  '2s. 
at  any  one  time,  shall  constitute  a Member  of  the 
Society;  and  a Subscriber  of  not  less  than  ,£1.  Is. 
or  upwards,  annually,  or  of  £10.  10s.  at  any  one 
time,  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  on  the  Com- 
mittee. 

2nd. — The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted 
by  "Vice-Patrons,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and 
a Committee  of  twenty-four,  with  Treasurer,  Sub- 
Treasurer,  and  Secretary.  Five  to  constitute  a 
quorum. 

3rd. — The  Patrons  and  other  officers  of  the  Society, 
shall  be,  ex  officio,  permanent  Members  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Eight  of  the  Committee  to  retire  annually, 
and  an  equal  number  of  Members  elected  in  their 
room,  it  being  always  understood  that  the  retiring 
Members  may  be  re-elected. 

4th. — The  Committee  shall  meet  to  transact  busi- 
ness on  the  second  Monday  in  every  Month  ; the 
Secretary  being  also  empowered  to  summon  a Special 
Meeting  whenever  circumstances  shall  arise  requiring 
immediate  attention. 

5th. — A General  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  its 
Friends  shall  be  held  annually,  for  the  purpose  of 
reporting  the  transactions  of  the  preceding  year ; be- 
stowing such  rewards  as  shall  have  been  voted  during 
the  year  by  the  Committee,  and  extending  informa- 
tion with  respect  to  the  designs  and  objects  of  the 
Society.

The  Rev.  HenrY  Hughes,  A.M.,  Honorary  Secretary, 
opened  the  Meeting  with  an  appropriate  prayer. 

. The  Chairman  having  detailed  the  objects  of  the  Meet- 
mg,  called  on  the  Secretary  to  read  the  Report. 


SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Your  Committee  appear  before  you  this  day  to  make 
their  Second  Annual  Report,  under  circumstances  highly 
encouraging  to  themselves,  and  they  trust  not  less  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Supporters  and  Friends  of  this  important  and 
benevolent  Institution. 

In  recording  the  proceedings  of  the  past  year,  your 
Committee  are  forcibly  reminded  of  the  energetic  language 
used  by  Captain  Manby  in  his  lecture  delivered  on  behalf 
of  this  Society,  when  speaking  of  a society  formed  sixty 
years  ago  for  the  restoration  of  such  as  had  apparently  lost 
their  lives  by  drowning,  he  says,  “We  know  how  it  was 
met ; the  Royal  Humane  Society  was  formed,  the  king 
became  its  patron,  the  noble  and  the  eminent  bestowed 
their  sanction  and  their  influence,  and  they  have  their 
reward  in  seeing  restored  to  life  many  who  otherwise  would 
have  perished  by  an  untimely  death.” 

And  your  Committee  have  now  the  gratification  to  an- 
nounce to  this  Assembly  that  our  beloved  Sovereign  has 
been  pleased  to  take  the  Society  under  her  Royal  Patronage. 

The  Queen  has  become  our  Patroness,  and  many  of  the 
noble  and  eminent  have  bestowed  their  sanction  and  in- 
fluence ; and  we  feel  assured  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  j 
when  all  the  noble,  the  generous,  and  the  good  will  respond 
to  our  call,  and  following  the  example  of  their  Queen,  will 
become  our  supporters,  and  we  trust  they  will  have  their 
reward  by  beholding  our  operations  (under  Divine  Provi- 
dence) successful  in  rescuing  from  death,  by  Fire,  those 
of  our  fellow  creatures  wdio  otherwise  would  have  perished 
in  the  all-devouring  element,  and  in  after  ages  it  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  annals  of  history,  that  in  this  the  first  year 
of  the  glorious  reign  of  Victoria,  this  Institution  was  firmly 
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established,  to  rank  among  the  list  of  those  which  are  the 
pride  and  glory  of  our  land,  and  the  wonder  and*  admira- 
tion of  the  world.  While  your  Committee  have  to  acknow- 
ledge with  heartfelt  gratitude  the  high  patronage  they  have 
obtained,  it  gives  them  great  pleasure  to  make  known  to 
you,  that  as  far  as  they  have  solicited  support,  it  has  been 
afforded  them  by  all  classes  of  the  community,  who  have, 
by  their  pecuniary  assistance,  testified  their  approbation 
of  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

Your  Committee  have,  therefore,  been  enabled  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  their  Fire  Escapes,  several  of  which 
have  lately  been  manufactured  after  Mr.  Wivell’s  most 
improved  plan,  and  by  public  contract,  under  his  superin- 
tendance, your  Committee  having  come  to  the  conclusion, 
after  the  most  mature  deliberation,  that  that  machine  is  the 
best  adapted  for  general  use  as  an  external  Fire  Escape ; 
but  at  the  same  time  they  would  wish  to  impress  on  the 
public  mind  that  it  is  not  exclusively  adopted  in  preference 
to  any  that  may  be  presented  to  their  notice  in  future,  and 
which  might  be  found  more  calculated  for  the  public  bene- 
fit. They  assure  all  inventors,  that  whatever  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  their  notice,  shall  receive  their  most  impartial, 
deliberate,  and  serious  attention. 

Your  Committee  feeling  the  importance  of  employing 
men  to  conduct  the  Fire  Escapes,  and  of  thus  carrying  out 
one  specific  object  of  the  Society,  trusting  to  the  continued 
liberality  of  an  enlightened  public  have  come  to  the  determi- 
nation to  do  so.  Some  of  these  men  will  appear  before  you 
this  day,  in  the  costume  of  the  Society,  they  having  been 
properly  trained  for  their  arduous  duty,  and  are  ready  and 
willing  to  brave  all  danger  in  that  service  in  which  they 
are  engaged. 

Your  Committee  have  thus  been  enabled  to  station  six- 
teen Fire  Escapes  to  form  a direct  line  of  communication 
from  Regent’s  Park,  through  the  centre  of  London,  to 
Whitechapel ; and  one  also  in  the  centre  of  the  Borough  of 
Southwark,  and  they  hope  shortly  to  increase  the  number, 
until  the  whole  metropolis  and  its  suburbs  shall  be  supplied 
with  efficient  means  for  rescuing  life  from  fire,  even  under 
the  most  perilous  circumstances. 
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Your  Committee  have  again  the  pleasure  to  record  with 
thankfulness  that  they  continue  to  receive  every  attention 
and  support  from  the  government  and  other  authorities  to 
whom  they  have  applied,  and  particularly  for  the  prompt 
attention  evinced  towards  them  by  the  Right  Honourable 
Lord  John  Russell,  her  Majesty’s  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department,  when  they  made  application  to  his 
Lordship  to  present  their  memorial  to  her  Majesty,  the  result 
of  which,  as  your  Committee  have  before  intimated,  was 
that  her  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to  become  the 
Patroness  of  the  Society. 

To  the  parochial  authorities  of  the  parish  of  St.  James’s, 
Westminster,  your  Committee  are  indebted  for  having 
placed  under  their  charge  their  Fire  Escapes,  thereby  testi- 
fying their  confidence  in  the  Society,  and  likewise,  at  the 
same  time,  setting  a good  example  for  others  to  follow,  and 
thus  hasten  the  time  when  all  Fire  Escapes  may  be  united 
under  one  authority,  and  where  necessary  to  be  secured 
accessible  bv  one  key,  (which  this  Society  have  already 
provided,)  so  that  by  unity  our  force  may  be  increased, 
and  more  prompt  and  efficient  aid  may  be  afforded. 

Your  Committee  now  have  the  pleasing  duty  to  perform, 
of  announcing  to  you  that  they  have  awarded  twenty-one 
silver  medals,  to  be  bestowed  this  day  by  the  noble  Chair- 
man, as  honorary  rewards  to  those  who  have,  at  the  risk  of 
their  own  lives,  rescued  from  death,  by  fire,  their  fellow 
creatures,  shewing  thereby  that  your  Committee  have  not 
been  idle  spectators  of  the  disastrous  events  which  have 
taken  place  during  the  past  year ; and  while  they  deeply 
lament  that  for  the  want  of  sufficient  funds  they  have  been 
unable  to  render  that  direct  assistance  which  in  some  in- 
stances was  required,  they  rejoice  to  know  that  indirectly 
they  have  been  the  means  of  saving  both  life  and  property. 

Your  Committee  cannot  conclude  this  Report  without 
paying  that  debt  of  gratitude  which  they  owe  to  one  of  the 
Society’s  best  friends,  who,  when  solicited  to  render  assist- 
ance, responded  to  the  call  with  that  hearty  good  will  and 
strong  feelings  of  benevolence  which  has  been  so  distin- 
guishing a feature  in  his  character  during  the  course  of  a 
long  life,  spent  in  acts  of  devotion  to  the  public  service, 
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and  in  the  cause  of  humanity  ; to  Captain  Manby,  there- 
fore, your  Committee  tender  their  best  thanks,  and  as  the 
only  token  of  esteem  they  have  the  power  to  bestow,  they 
solicit  his  acceptance  of  their  silver  medal  to  be  presented 
to  him  this  day,  by  the  Chairman,  and  they  accompany  it 
with  a hearty  desire  that  he  may  long  live  to  enjoy  the 
esteem  and  admiration  of  his  fellow  men,  and  participate 
with  us  in  the  pleasure  of  beholding  the  rising  prosperity 
of  this  noble  Institution. 

And,  in  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  say  that  the 
circumstances  brought  before  you  this  day,  call  with  an 
irresistible  voice  on  every  friend  of  humanity,  on  all  who 
value  their  own  lives  or  the  lives  of  their  dearest  connec- 
tions, on  every  one  who,  in  the  moment  of  danger,  would 
strain  every  nerve,  and  leave  no  means,  however  desperate, 
untried  to  rescue  his  neighbour  from  the  devouring  flame, 
to  come  forward  and  support  this  Society,  and  not  only 
enable  it  to  extend  the  means  of  escape  from  such  an  awful 
calamity,  but  also  to  provide  that  assistance  by  which  those 
means  may  be  made  available. 


Moved  by  the  Rev.  H.  Hughes,  A.M. 

Seconded  by  John  Hardy,  Esq.,  V.P. 

That  the  Report  which  has  been  read,  and  the  Treasurer's  Account, 
be  received  and  printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee. 

Captain  Manby,  Vice-President,  was  then  presented  by 
the  Secretary  to  the  Chairman,  to  receive  the  medal  awarded 

him. 

His  Lordship  then  addressed  the  Gallant  Captain,  as 
follows  : — 

He  could  assure  the  Gallant  Captain  that  he  considered  himself,  as 
an  individual,  greatly  honoured  by  having  the  opportunity  of  conferring 
upon  him  this  mark  of  distinction.  He  had  long  wished  to  see  him; 
he  (Lord  Teignmouth)  had  had  the  pleasure  to  have  some  correspond- 
ence with  him,  but  until  this  day  he  had  never  had  the  high  gratifica- 
tion of  an  interview  with  him.  It  was  in  consequence  of  the  benefits 
which  he  knew  he  (Captain  Manby)  had  conferred  upon  the  country, 
along  the  whole  coasts  of  Great  Britain,  he  (Lord  Teignmouth)  having 
travelled  rather  extensively  along  them,  that  he  had  for  sometime  desired 
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the  pleasure  of  a personal  acquaintance  with  him.  It  was  from  this 
conviction  that  he  felt  bound  to  say  so  much  in  his  (Captain  Manby’s) 
presence.  He  could  not  help  stating  that  he  looked  upon  him,  and  he 
was  sure  this  meeting  also  looked  upon  him,  as  one  of  the  greatest  bene- 
factors of  mankind.  He  had  hitherto  directed  his  (Captain  Manby’s) 
attention  to  the  preserving  of  life  from  drowning,  and  it  would  be  known 
only  in  another  world  to  what  extent  he  had  in  that  department  con- 
ferred benefits  on  mankind  ; he  (Captain  Manby)  had  now  directed  his 
attention  to  the  ravages  of  another  element,  and  it  was  greatly  to  his 
credit  he  had  so  promptly  responded  to  the  call  of  the  Committee ; and 
by  his  valuable  services  rendered  to  them,  had  greatly  forwarded  the 
important  objects  of  this  Society,  and  the  Committee,  in  shewing  him 
this  mark  of  their  respect,  were  only  testifying  the  sense  of  gratitude 
they  considered  due  to  him,  and  in  selecting  him  as  the  first  individual 
this  day,  upon  whom  it  was  his  pleasing  duty,  as  Chairman,  to  confer 
that  truly  valuable  distinction.” 

Captain  Manby  rose  to  return  thanks;  but  so  deep  was  the  emo- 
tion of  the  venerable  and  gallant  Officer,  that  some  moments  elapsed 
before  he  could  address  the  assembly. — He  begged  leave  to  observe, 
that  there  was  nothing  so  touching  to  the  heart  of  man  as  praise ; next, 
when  a man  was  in  his  seventy-third  year,  and  he  knew  he  was  just 
stepping  into  his  grave,  the  symptoms  of  the  second  childhood  he  was 
approaching  would  sometimes  manifest  themselves.  He  solicited  their 
indulgence  for  a short  time  only ; for  the  very  kind  manner  in  which  the 
testimony  of  their  esteem  had  been  conferred  upon  him  was  so  deeply 
and  strongly  impressed  upon  his  mind,  that  it  almost  bereaved  him  of 
his  faculties.  The  greatest  happiness  of  man  was,  it  had  been  observed, 
the  sacred  joy  of  endeavouring  to  do  good.  They  had  in  the  most  cor- 
dial and  kind  manner  confirmed  this  truth  to  him ; and  therefore  to 
call  vanity  the  exultation  of  his  present  feelings  would  be  to  impeach 
their  judgment.  Upon  the  present  subject  so  much  had  been  said,  that 
little  was  required  from  him.  With  respect  to  the  preservation  of  life 
from  fire,  and  particularly  to  the  honour  just  conferred  upon  him,  it 
would  be  pardonable  in  him  to  say,  it  brought  to  his  recollection  one  of 
the  most  pleasing  circumstances  of  his  life ; — the  first  life  he  had  saved 
with  his  own  hands,  was  from  fire.  Having  directed  his  attention  for 
so  many  years  to  a kindred  object,  it  was  scarcely  possible  for  him  to 
avoid  offering  his  humble  services  to  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
Life  from  Fire  ; they  had  been  accepted ; and  they  would  always  find 
him  ready  to  do  the  utmost  in  his  power  to  promote  the  objects  which 
the  Society  had  in  view.  He  would  now  take  his  leave;  and  he  begged 
to  express  his  grateful  thanks,  not  only  for  the  honour  they  had  con- 
ferred upon  him,  but  to  the  Noble  Lord  for  the  very  kind  and  flattering 
terms  in  which  that  honour  had  been  bestowed. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  statement : — 
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To  the  Patron,  President,  and  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  Life  from  Fire. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I,  Richard  Young,  of  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Millbrook,  in  the  county 
of  Southampton,  was  at  the  fire  of  Messrs.  King  and  Witt’s  stores  in 
Southampton,  on  the  night  of  the  7th  of  November  last,  about  five  mi- 
nutes after  the  fire  was  discovered,  my  first  endeavour  was  to  knock 
down  a shed  in  order  to  cut  off  the  communication  between  the  general 
store  and  the  iron  store,  where  the  fire  was  then  raging ; finding  it  out 
of  my  power  to  do  so,  1 cheered  on  the  people  to  follow  me,  and  with 
their  aid  removed  a great  quantity  of  the  combustibles,  such  as  gun- 
powder, turpentine,  varnish,  oil,  &c.  and  having  removed  all  within 
reach,  I was  about  to  quit  the  store  with  a piece  of  lead  pipe  on  my 
shoulder,  when  a dreadful  explosion  took  place,  which  induced  several 
persons  to  rush  out  before  me,  who  were  knocked  down  outside  by  the 
falling  of  part  of  the  front  wall,  which  was  blown  out,  I made  my  way 
over  their  bodies  through  a shower  of  bricks  until  I fell ; but  not  being 
seriously  injured,  I soon  regained  my  legs;  by  this  time  a second  and 
third  explosion  had  taken  place,  which  blew  the  interior  of  the  large 
general  store  into  one  liquid  flame ; seeing  several  of  my  brave  compa- 
nions partly  buried  in  the  ruins  in  front  of  the  store,  some  killed  on  the 
spot,  and  others  screaming  for  help,  I ran  back  to  their  rescue,  but  be- 
fore I could  render  them  any  aid,  the  three  following  persons,  viz. 
Cooksey,  the  grocer’s  son,  Charles  Edney,  and  Henry  Marshall,  rushed 
out  of  the  store  enveloped  in  flames  ; I caught  them  in  my  arms  as  they 
came  out,  carried  them  to  the  gutter  where  I rolled  them,  and  so  extin- 
guished the  fire  (the  two  latter  are  since  dead).  I then  went  to  my  poor 
half-buried,  mutilated,  and  wasting  companions,  about  eleven  in  num- 
ber, and  with  the  assistance  of  William  Gonk,  Nathaniel  Anderson,  and 
William  Terry,  extricated  Charles  Tanner,  who  died  a few  days  after ; 
the  cries  of  the  poor  fellows  who  were  then  wasting  before  an  immense 
fire  beggars  description,  and  in  this  intense  heat,  with  the  ruins  falling 
around  me,  I made  two  attempts  to  extricate  George  Bell  and  J. 
Thompson,  who  were  buried  up  to  their  waists;  I gave  these  men  the 
preference,  because  they  had  been  working  near  me  just  before  the  ex- 
plosion. I failed  in  the  attempt;  the  heat  was  so  extreme,  I was  driven 
from  the  spot.  After  the  second  attempt  I ran  to  the  man  at  the  branch- 
pipe  of  the  engine  to  beg  him  to  play  the  engine  over  me  while  I made 
another  trial,  but  my  request  was  refused  ; and  before  I could  get  back 
to  the  spot  another  portion  of  the  front  wall  fell  upon  them,  and  they 
were  all  buried  from  my  sight,  in  the  face  of  the  horrid  and  lingering 
death  they  were  previously  enduring,  it  was  a melancholy  satisfaction  to 
feel  that  their  sufferings  had  terminated;  at  about  this  time  I was  driven 
to  a state  of  mad  desperation,  and  prepared  to  perish,  and  then  it  was  I 
exposed  myself  to  the  greatest  danger.  The  fire  was  now  at  its  utmost 
rage,  all  those  within  the  building  had  ceased  to  live,  and  those  buried 
outside  could  not  be  approached  to  within  twenty  feet  of  the  spot,  the 
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houses  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  at  a distance  of  fifty  feet  were 
partially  on  fire  ; to  save  life  under  such  circumstances  was  out  of  the 
question,  so  I assisted  in  removing  the  cargoes  of  turpentine  and  other 
goods  from  the  middle  of  the  street  to  a place  of  greater  safety  ; when 
these  goods  were  all  removed,  I procured  refreshment  for  the  men  at  the 
engines,  and  with  the  aid  of  51.  thus  expended,  I obtained  a promise 
from  them  to  play  the  engines  over  me  when  I made  the  next  attempt, 
which  I did  the  moment  I saw  the  fire  had  a little  exhausted  itself,  and 
so  doing  I called  on  the  people  “ for  volunteers  to  assist  in  saving  lives 
but  out  of  the  many  hundreds  who  must  have  heard  me,  I did  not  ob- 
serve that  more  than  the  few  following  persons  responded  to  the  call  for 
at  least  ten  minutes  after  I had  got  back  to  the  spot  already  mentioned, 
where  Iliad  seen  so  many  buried,  viz.  William  Jones,  George  Carr,  Na- 
thaniel Anderson,  William  Gonk,  John  White,  John  Foot,  William  Terry, 
Seijeant  of  Police,  Henry  George  Greeves,  and  William  Whitcher,  whose 
humanity  and  bravery  is  deserving  of  the  highest  praise.  I was  not  on 
the  ruins  many  seconds  before  I heard  the  groans  from  three  poor  fel- 
lows beneath,  I marked  the  spots,  divided  my  companions  accordingly, 
and  after  a short  time  extricated  Thomas  Cooksey  and  J.  Thomson  alive, 
and  George  Bell  and  another  dead,  Bell  was  alive  until  about  two  mi- 
nutes before  I got  his  mouth  clear,  and  I was  astonished  to  find  he  was 
dead  when  I had  got  him  to  the  Fountain-Tap,  where  I carried  him  and 
Cooksey  on  shutters;  had  a medical  man  been  present  to  have  inflated 
his  lungs,  I think  it  was  possible  to  have  restored  him,  as  he  was  not 
much  burnt.  In  the  absence  of  one  I covered  Cooksey’s  dreadful  burns 
with  flour,  gave  him  refreshment,  and  sent  him  a doctor ; I then  returned 
to  the  ruins,  where  I remained  until  Royal  and  Selwood,  and  all  the  others 
in  that  part  were  got  out ; four  o’clock  had  now  arrived,  the  strength  of 
the  fire  was  exhausted,  and  finding  myself  in  a similar  state,  saturated 
with  perspiration  and  water  from  the  engines  on  a frosty  night,  and  the 
report  that  I had  perished  having  become  universal,  I began  to  think  of 
my  home,  where  I went  to  show  myself  alive  and  comparatively  unhurt, 
and  after  changing  my  clothes  I returned  to  the  fire,  at  which  I remained 
throughout  that  day;  and  the  three  following  days  I was  engaged  from 
daylight  until  dark,  at  the  request  of  the  Coroner,  superintending  and 
working  with  my  own  hands  in  the  burning  ruins  of  the  Store,  searching 
for  the  remains  of  those  who  were  then  missing,  all  of  whom  I found  in 
a most  mutilated  state,  and  although  without  arms,  legs,  and  some 
without  heads,  I succeeded  in  identifying  each  to  the  satisfaction  of 
their  relations,  during  these  three  days  I was  in  constant  danger  of  my 
life  from  the  falling  walls. 

The  Mayor’s  letter  (who  it  seems  had  his  eye  upon  me  throughout 
the  night  of  the  fire,  and  also  during  those  three  days,)  goes  far 
to  corroborate  the  above  statement,  and  I,  therefore,  subjoin  a copy 
of  it,  and  also  copies  of  letters  from  John  Fleming,  Esq.,  M.P.  and  the 
present  Mayor,  John  Lobb,  Esq.,  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  former  gen- 
tleman, that  my  name  should  be  mentioned  in  the  address  about  to  be 
presented  to  Her  Majesty  upon  the  subject. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  most  respectfully  to  state,  that  the  secret  and 
self-approbation  which  1 feel  at  having  had  the  nerve  in  the  hour  of

almost  unparalleled,  horror  and  frightful  danger,  to  do  my  duty,  and 
thereby  contribute  to  the  saving  of  the  lives  of  my  fellow-men,  is  to  me 
a great  and  glorious  reward.

Sir, — Although  I did  not  reach  the  scene  of  the  late  calamitous 
fire  at  Messrs.  King  and  Witt’s  Store  in  this  town,  until  after  the  explo- 
sion, which  occasioned  the  fall  of  the  building,  and  consequent  de- 
struction of  so  many  valuable  lives,  still,  having  after  your  wonderful 
preservation  from  a similar  calamity  witnessed  your  most  benevolent 
and  praiseworthy  exertions  to  extricate  the  bodies  of  our  unfortunate 
fellow-townsmen  from  the  ruins,  not  only  during  the  remainder  of  that 
awful  night,  but  during  the  course  of  the  three  following  days. 

I trust  you  will  permit  me  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Town  at  the 
time  of  this  dreadful  visitation  of  Divine  Providence  to  bear  testimony 
to  your  benevolent  and  praiseworthy  conduct,  and  to  offer  you  my  sin- 
cere thanks  in  common,  I have  no  doubt,  with  every  individual  among 
our  fellow-townsmen.

Dear  Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
favour  of  the  19th  instant,  conveying  your  suggestion  of  the  propriety  of 
some  especial  notice  of  Mr.  Richard  Young’s  heroic  conduct  being  em- 
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bodied  in  the  Report  and  Memorial  to  Her  Majesty.  I will  immediately 
communicate  the  same  to  the  Committee,  and  especially  to  the  Gentle- 
men you  mention,  all  of  whom  I believe  are  aware  of  the  noble  and  ho- 
roic  conduct  displayed  upon  the  occasion  by  Mr.  Richard  Young.  I beg 
to  mention  that  I am  not  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  Rev.  J. 
L.  Shapcott  having  been  unanimously  requested  to  continue  his  valuable 
services  as  Chairman.  I almost  fear  that  your  suggestion  is  too  late,  as 
the  Memorial  and  Report  have  been  already  submitted  to  me  for  signa- 
ture, although  I have  not  yet  affixed  my  name  and  seal.

The  Noble  Chairman  then  presented  to  R.  Young,  Esq. 
the  silver  medal,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Society,  printed  in 
gold  on  vellum.  In  doing  so,  his  Lordship  said — 

‘‘  It  must  be  recollected  that  the  admirable  conduct  of  several  other 
persons  at  the  Southampton  fire  would  not  have  been  known  but  for  the 
exertions  of  Mr.  Young  to  bring  it  prominently  before  the  public.  Mr. 
Young,  therefore,  had  the  merit  of  not  only  having  saved  the  lives  of 
his  fellow-creatures,  but  of  having  placed  the  praiseworthy  conduct  of 
other  men  in  a public  light,  and  enabled  them  to  receive  that  reward 
to  which  they  were  so  justly  entitled.  Their  own  feelings  were,  he  was 
sure,  their  best  reward ; and  next  to  the  approval  of  their  own  con- 
science, the  kind,  and  grateful,  and  public  esteem  of  their  fellow-crea- 
tures, must  be  dear  to  their  hearts.” 

Mr.  Young,  in  returning  tlianks,  spoke  to  the  following 
effect : — 

“ It  would  be  affectation  in  him  if  he  were  not  to  express  the  great, 
the  proud  gratification  which  he  felt  at  receiving  this  honourable  token 
of  their  approval  of  his  conduct  at  the  dreadful  conflagration  which 
took  place  in  the  town  of  Southampton  on  the  night  of  the  7th  Novem- 
ber last.  The  feelings  which  were  excited  in  his  mind  by  the  recollec- 
tion of  the  consequences  of  that  awful  visitation  of  Providence,  and  of 
his  own  merciful  and  almost  miraculous  preservation  on  that  dreadful 
night,  would  never  be  effaced.  To  describe  the  horrors  of  that  night  of 
death  and  suffering,  far  exceeded  any  power  which  he  possessed ; and 
imagination  itself  was  inadequate  to  the  task  of  sketching  the  scene  of 
misery  and  desolation.  He  would  not  harrow  up  the  feelings  of  the 
meeting  by  attempting  to  describe  the  acute  anguish  of  the  survivors, 
nor  the  fearfully  mutilated  state  of  the  remains  of  those  who  perished. 
It  could  not  but  be  a source  of  gratification  to  him,  that  he  was  made 
the  humble  instrument,  in  the  hands  of  Providence,  (in  conjunction  with 
a few  enterprising  fellow-townsmen,  on  whom  they  had  been  pleased  to 
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confer  honorary  tokens  of  approbation  for  their  conduct  on  that  memo- 
rable night,)  of  rescuing  from  death  in  its  most  fearful  and  appalling 
shape  so  many  human  beings,  whose  fate  appeared  almost  inevitable. 
It  was  his  pleasing  duty  on  the  present  occasion  to  bear  high  and  ho- 
nourable testimony  to  the  intrepid,  persevering,  and  unwearied  exer- 
tions of  those  fellow-labourers,  who  braved  the  peril  of  the  fire,  and, 
regardless  of  personal  danger,  appeared  only  to  contemplate  the  praise- 
worthy object  of  saving  the  lives  and  property  of  their  neighbours.  It 
was  the  more  lamentable  to  reflect,  that,  with  such  willing  spirits  at 
hand,  fifteen  persons,  all  in  the  full  flush  of  youth  and  health — some  of 
them  married,  with  families — perished  that  night  in  the  flames,  or  from 
the  consequences  of  the  explosion,  who  but  a few  minutes  before  were 
engaged  with  him  in  the  humane  and  necessary  duty  of  removing 
combustibles,  the  ignition  of  which  would  have  occasioned  certain  des- 
truction to  that  part  of  the  town.  Eight  other  individuals,  who  were 
rescued  from  the  ruins,  had  since  fallen  victims  to  the  injuries  which 
they  sustained.  A few  still  lingered  in  a state  of  considerable  suffer- 
ing ; and  twelve  or  fourteen  others,  having  been  snatched  from  im- 
pending destruction,  had  been,  by  skilful  medical  treatment,  and  the 
comforts  liberally  contributed  by  the  public,  restored  to  their  families, 
to  health,  and  to  usefulness  in  society. — He  now  took  the  liberty  of  lay- 
ing before  them  a Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town,  who  superintended  and  managed  the  munificent  funds  raised  by 
subscription  for  the  sufferers  ; a subscription  list,  at  the  head  of  which 
would  be  found  the  name  of  our  beloved  Sovereign,  and  so  universal 
that  it  extended  through  every  grade  in  society,  down  to  the  humble 
mechanic,  and  amounting  to  £5000.  and  upwards.  It  was  due  to  the 
gentlemen  of  that  Committee  to  state,  that  nothing  could  exceed  their 
benevolent  exertions,  their  judicious  appropriation  of  the  funds,  and  the 
warm  and  cordial  sympathy  they  had  evinced  for  the  suffering  sur- 
vivors, and  for  the  families  of  those  who  died,  many  of  which  were  left 
destitute.  The  good  they  had  done,  and  the  benevolence  which  they 
had  manifested,  would  return  into  their  own  bosoms.  From  the  tenor 
of  their  report  it  might  be  gathered,  that  those  gentlemen  intended  to 
bestow  rewards  on  those  who  had  assisted  in  preserving  life  from  fire. 
For  himself,  although  he  should  feel  happy  in  the  approbation  of  his 
fellow-townsmen,  the  nature  and  extent  of  that  reward  were  a matter 
of  perfect  indifference  : his  reward  was  here — (placing  his  hand  on  his 
heart) — in  the  secret  whisper  of  an  approving  conscience,  which  told 
him  that  in  the  hour  of  need  and  frightful  danger,  he  had  strength 
afforded  him  to  do  his  duty  ; and  would  to  God,  that  in  the  perform- 
ance of  it  he  had  been  permitted  to  accomplish  more ! but  His  will, 
and  not  mine,  be  done  ! — He  would  not  longer  trespass  upon  the  meet- 
ing than  to  observe,  that  the  honourable  token  of  their  approbation 
which  his  Lordship  had  this  day  conferred  upon  him,  he  should  always 
estimate  as  the  richest  treasure  in  his  possession.  It  would  call  up  re- 
collections which  would  be  a balm  to  every  affliction,  a solace  in  the 
hour  of  death  ; and  till  that  hour  arrived,  it  would  be  a stimulus  to  his 
future  exertions,  should  they  be  ever  called  into  action  under  similar 
distressing  circumstances  ; — and  the  feelings  which  he  now  expressed 
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were  truly  shared  by  the  other  individuals  selected  as  worthy  to  receive 
the  medals  of  the  Society.  To  an  institution  like  theirs,  founded  as  it 
was  upon  the  principles  of  philanthropy  applied  to  the  preservation  of 
life  from  fire,  it  was  needless  to  wish  prosperity  ; the  more  it  was 
known,  the  more  it  must  command  it : and  when  it  was  considered 
how  wide  a range  its  object  embraced — that  it  came  home  to  all,  from 
the  prince  to  the  peasant — there  could  not  be  a doubt  that  its  sup- 
porters, as  it  became  more  generally  known,  would  be  found  in  every 
corner  of  the  United  Kingdom.  May  it  go  on  prospering,  and  to  pros- 
per ! may  the  benevolent  views  which  first  suggested  its  formation  be 
more  than  realized,  and  that  blessing  from  Heaven  rest  upon  it,  without 
which  the  best  exertions  of  man  are  feeble  and  unavailing!’’ 

His  Lordship  then  presented  to  Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Foot, 
and  Sergeant  Terry,  of  Southampton,  the  silver  medals. 

Mr.  Jones,  in  returning  thanks,  said — 

That  after  the  efficient  manner  in  which  Mr.  Young  had  returned 
thanks  for  them  all,  it  would,  perhaps,  be  most  wise  in  him  to  let  that 
suffice ; but  when  he  considered  the  meed  of  praise  how  great,  the  merit 
how  small,  he  could  not  help  thinking  it  would  be  very  ungrateful  in 
him  if  he  were  not  personally  to  acknowledge  it  in  the  best  terms  he 
could.  Mr.  Young  had  very  properly  described  the  present  moment  as 
one  of  the  proudest  of  their  lives ; and  so  it  was  ; but  they  had  enjoyed 
many  most  pleasurable  moments  on  this  subject — they  were  proud  and 
exulting  moments  when  they  were  able  to  extricate  the  scorched  and 
disfigured  bodies  from  the  burning  materials  with  which  they  were  sur- 
rounded, and  to  deliver  them  into  the  hands  of  those  who  afforded  them 
prompt  and  efficient  medical  relief — these,  he  said,  were  proud  moments, 
productive  of  a purer,  more  extatic  feeling  than  any  he  had  previously 
experienced.  It  was  also  with  the  most  delightful  feelings  that  a few 
weeks  after  he  saw  the  persons  they  had  rescued  emerging  from  their 
home,  some  partially,  others  perfectly  recovered.  He  would  relate  one 
circumstance  from  which,  perhaps,  they  would  be  able  to  form  an  idea 
of  the  state  of  his  feelings.  For  three-quarters  of  an  hour  he  had  the 
head  of  a sufferer,  of  the  name  of  Thompson,  lying  on  his  chest,  a 
scorched  and  disfigured  sufferer,  such  that  his  dearest  relative  would 
not  have  known  him,  save  by  dress,  or  tone  of  voice,  or  inquiry — what 
must  have  been  his  (Mr.  Jones’s)  feelings  to  see  but  a short  month 
after  that  person  perfectly  recovered,  and  to  receive  the  thanks  of  his 
young  wife  and  himself.  This  was  worth  a whole  century  of  selfish 
existence.  He  anticipated,  indeed  he  would  venture  to  predict  much 
benefit  from  this  day’s  proceedings,  not  in  the  way  of  reward  to  himself, 
for  the  reward  he  had  secured  to  himself  was  of  such  a nature  that  none 
could  take  it  from  him,  and  of  such  a nature  that  he  had  thought 
nothing  could  enhance  its  value  ; but  in  this  respect  he  had  been  mis- 
taken, for  dull,  cold,  and  insensible  must  that  man  be,  who  could  receive 
the  honour  he  had  that  day  received  from  some  of  the  bravest,  and 
certainly  some  of  the  noblest  and  loveliest  in  the  land,  without  expe- 
riencing a pleasure  second  only  to  that  of  the  approval  of  his  own  con- 
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science.  He  trusted  that  the  day’s  proceedings  would  go  forth  to  the 
world  as  an  earnest,  as  a surety  that  the  noble,  the  wealthy,  the  brave, 
and  the  beautiful  of  this  land  would  unite  to  do  honour  to  those  who 
stretched  out  a helping  hand  to  save  the  life  of  a fellow  mortal  at  some 
risk  of  his  own.  For  his  own  part  he  could  only  say,  that  scorching  as 
was  the  blaze  to  their  bodies,  hideous  as  was  the  sight,  and  repulsive  as 
every  part  and  circumstance  of  it  was,  yet  the  approval  of  this  meeting, 
the  kind  looks  of  those  around  him,  and  the  knowledge  that  he  had 
done  as  he  would  be  done  unto,  was  to  him  sufficient  reward,  not  only 
for  that  night’s  toil,  but  for  a hundred  such. 

The  Secretary  then  handed  to  the  Noble  Chairman  the 
six  medals  awarded  to  the  individuals  at  Southampton  who 
were  not  present  at  the  Meeting.  His  Lordship  in  pre- 
senting them  to  R.  Young,  Esq.  expressed  the  wish  of  the 
Committee  that  he  would  undertake  the  care  of  them,  and 
have  them  presented  to  those  brave  individuals  in  as  public 
and  complimentary  a manner  as  possible,  which  Mr.  Young 
promised  to  do,  and  suggested  that  they  should  be  pre- 
sented by  the  Mayor  of  Southampton  at  a public  meeting. 

The  Secretary  read  a letter  from  A.  R.  Dottin,  Esq. 
M.P.  for  Southampton,  regretting  that  parliamentary  duty 
prevented  his  attendance  at  the  Meeting,  and  assuring  the 
Committee  of  the  high  estination  in  which  he  held  the 
Society ; the  letter  enclosed  a cheque  for  £10.  10s.,  a 
Donation  to  the  Society. 


Mr.  Spring  then  read  the  following  statement  made  to 
the  Committee  by  Mr.  J.  Pavey,  of  47,  Holywell-street, 
Strand,  relative  to  the  fire  that  recently  took  place  at  the 
adjoining  house  : — 

On  Thursday  morning  last,  May  25th,  1837,  about  six  o’clock,  I was 
alarmed  by  the  cry  of  fire,  and  found  that  the  Wheatsheaf  public  house, 
the  next  door,  No.  46,  was  in  flames.  1 immediately  alarmed  the 
inmates  in  my  house,  and  when  I went  out,  I saw  a woman  (who  after- 
wards, 1 found,  was  Eleanor  Mahoney,  the  servant-maid)  standing  on 
tj^e  outside  of  the  third  floor  window,  and  hanging  by  the  brick-work, 
the  room  being  on  fire — some  persons  were  below,  in  the  street,  holding 
a blanket  in  order  to  receive  her  when  she  fell ; but  had  she  fallen,  the 
projection  of  the  shop  front  must  have  greatly  injured  her.  At  this 
moment  1 observed  Mr.  W.  H.  Elliott  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Ives,  lodgers  in  my 
house,  at  the  imminent  risk  of  their  own  lives,  stretching  themselves 
out  of  the  window,  and  having  got  hold  of  the  girl’s  hand,  swung  her 
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towards  them,  and  eventually  they  got  her  into  the  room.  Mr.  J. 
Pavey  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  girl  must  have  been  very  much 
injured,  if  not  killed,  had  it  not  been  for  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Elliott  and 
Mr.  Ives. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Chapman,  and  Mr.  Wivell,  all  of  whom  attended 
the  coroner’s  inquest  which  was  held  upon  a person  who  was  burnt  to 
death  at  the  above-named  fire,  stated  that  Mr.  Pavey’s  account  agreed 
in  every  respect  with  the  statement  that  they  had  heard  given  in 
evidence  before  the  coroner. 

The  Noble  Chairman  then  presented  the  medals  to  Mr. 
Elliott  and  Mr.  Ives,  who  returned  thanks. 

Mr.  Spring  then  read  a statement  of  the  admirable  con- 
duct of  a young  man  of  the  name  of  Jacob  Pope,  in  the 
employment  of  Messrs.  Curling,  Young,  and  Co.,  ship- 
builders, at  Limehouse,  at  a fire  in  High-street,  Poplar. 
The  statement  was  to  the  following  effect: — 

In  passing  down  High-street,  Poplar,  Pope  observed  flames  issuing 
from  a house,  and  immediately  gave  the  alarm  by  knocking  at  the 
door  of  the  turncock,  who  lives  near  the  spot ; and  then,  without  wait- 
ing for  assistance,  seized  a piece  of  wood  and  broke  open  the  door  of  the 
burning  house.  On  entering,  he  found  the  heat  of  the  flames,  and  the 
density  of  the  smoke,  so  over-powering,  that  he  was  compelled  to  quit 
the  place,  and  two  men  arriving  at  the  moment  with  a ladder,  he  at- 
tempted to  reach  the  upper  story  from  the  outside  ; the  ladder,  however, 
was  too  short  for  that  purpose,  and  was  raised  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
people  in  the  street,  who  by  this  time  began  to  assemble  on  the  spot  in 
great  numbers.  The  young  man  succeeded  in  effecting  his  entrance 
by  one  of  the  upper  windows,  and  immediately  re-appeared,  bearing 
in  his  arms  a child  whom  he  carried  to  the  street ; he  again  ascended 
the  ladder,  saved  the  life  of  a second  child,  and  climbing  a third  time, 
saved  an  infant  from  the  flames,  at  the  imminent  risk  of  his  own  life  ; 
for  the  heat  of  the  fire  was  so  great,  that  the  people,  who  had  up  to 
this  moment  supported  the  ladder,  suddenly  quitted  their  hold,  and 
Pope  was  precipitated  to  the  ground  from  the  height  of  twelve  feet, 
having  the  infant  in  his  arms — the  child  was  fortunately  unhurt.  By 
this  time  the  parish  ladders  had  arrived,  and  a policeman  having 
ascended  to  the  upper  room,  he  succeeded  in  getting  the  proprietor  of 
the  house,  together  with  his  wife,  to  the  ground  in  safety.  Pope,  not- 
withstanding some  slight  injuries  he  had  received  in  his  fall,  followed 
the  policeman,  and  saved  some  furniture  and  two  cash  boxes,  which  he 
placed  in  the  hands  of  Inspector  Symonds,  of  the  K division  of  police ; 
and  having  been  the  first  to  enter,  and  the  last  to  quit  the  burning 
dwelling,  he  narrowly  escaped  with  his  own  life,  by  descending  the 
ladder  just  before  the  flames  had  reached  him. 

This  young  man,  who  nearly  became  the  victim  of  his  own  courage, 
has  thus  by  his  praiseworthy  exertions  rescued  a whole  family  from  a 
frightful  death.

Subjoined  to  the  statement  was  the  following  corrobora- 
tive testimonial : — 

I consider  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  quick  arrival  of  Jacob  Pope, 
and  the  assistance  of  a short  ladder,  the  lives  of  myself,  my  wife,  and 
five  children,  would  have  been  sacrificed  to  the  flames,  he  having  res- 
cued three  of  my  children  with  the  said  ladder.

There  were  also  subjoined  corroborative  testimonials 
from  Mr.  Thomas  Fisher,  Agent  to  the  Sun  Fire  Office, 
and  Mr.  J.  Symonds,  one  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Metropo- 
litan Police  ; and  appended  was  the  following  from  Aider- 
man  Copeland  : —

The  Noble  Chairman  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in  pre- 
senting Jacob  Pope  with  the  medal  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Spring  then  read  a statement  of  police  constable 
Charles  Cherry,  of  the  G.  Division,  No.  178,  relating  to  a 
fire  which  broke  out  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Bailey,  tailor, 
No.  16,  Frederick-place,  Goswell-street-road,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  24th  November,  1837,  consuming  property  to  the 
value  of  £200. 

The  inmates  of  the  house  were  aroused  by  police  constable  Cherry, 
the  fire  at  that  time  making  rapid  progress  at  the  lower  part  of  the 
building.  .After  some  time  had  elapsed,  it  was  found  that  a female 
about  eighteen  years  of  age  (Miss  Rigby)  was  missing,  and  it  was  sup- 
posed that  she  had  returned  up  stairs.  At  that  time  all  aid  from  the 
front  was  prevented  by  the  rapid  progress  of  the  flames  upwards.  The 
police  constable  (Cherry)  went  round  to  the  back  of  the  premises,  and 
succeeded  in  scaling  a very  high  wall,  and  climbed  up  a water-spout 
(at  the  risk  of  his  life),  and  got  in  at  the  back  window ; and  on  the 
stairs  he  found  the  young  female  lying  in  a state  of  insensibility.  He 
immediately  caught  her  up  in  his  arms,  and  rushed  down  stairs, 
through  the  dense  smoke  and  fire,  by  which  means  her  life  was  saved. 

The  medal  was  then  presented  by  bis  Lordship  to  police 
constable  Cherry. 

Mr.  Spring  read  a letter  from  Mr.  Baddely,  of  Welling- 
ton-street,  Blackfriars-road,  in  which  the  conduct  of  a fire- 
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man  of  the  name  of  Goddard,  at  a fire  which  broke  out  at 
the  house  of  Mr.  Mansfield,  No.  o,  Bermondsey-street,  on 
the  9th  August,  1837,  was  very  highly  eulogized. 

Goddard  (writes  Mr.  Baddely)  dashed  through  the  flames  into  the 
dense  smoke  with  which  the  room  was  filled,  and  by  the  help  of  Provi- 
dence was  fortunate  enough  to  catch  hold  of  two  young  children,  with 
which  he  repassed  the  flames;  and  on  his  reaching  his  comrades  on  the 
landing,  both  himself  and  the  children  were  in  a state  of  exhaustion. 
The  children  are  a little  burned,  but  not  seriously.  This  is  the  most 
heroic  case  of  the  kind  that  ever  came  under  my  observation,  and  such 
a one  as  the  Society  cannot  pass  unnoticed. 

Attached  to  Mr.  Baddely’s  letter  were  corroborative  tes- 
timonials from  Mr.  Braidwood,  superintendent  of  the  Fire 
Brigade. 

The  medal  was  then  presented  to  Goddard  by  the  Noble 
Chairman. 

Mr.  Spring  read  the  evidence  of  James  Robinson,  a 
Glassblower,  taken  on  oalli  at  the  inquest  on  the  bodies  of 
Honora  Sweeney  and  her  two  children,  who  were  burnt  to 
death  at  the  fire  in  Gravel-lane,  in  February  last.  The  evi- 
dence was  as  follows  ; — 

James  Robinson,  a Glassblower,  said  he  occupied  a front  room  on  the 
floor.  He  went  to  bed  with  his  family,  consisting  of  a wife  and  two 
children,  on  Wednesday  night  at  nine  o’clock.  He  was  awoke  by  his  wife 
about  half-past  twelve  o’clock,  she  caught  hold  of  the  hair  of  his  head, 
and  said,  “ Jem,  Jem,  the  house  is  on  fire.”  He  jumped  out  of  bed  and 
opened  the  window,  when  be  saw  flames  coining-  out  of  the  roof  of  the 
shop.  He  immediately  returned  to  his  bedside,  and  snatched  up  one 
of  his  children,  with  which  he  ran  down  stairs  followed  by  his  wife  with 
the  other  child.  As  he  came  through  the  passage  the  wainscoting  was 
on  fire.  After  placing  his  wife  and  family  in  safety,  he  returned  to  the 
house  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  assistance  to  Mrs.  Sweeney  and  her  fa- 
mily, who  occupied  the  back  room  on  the  second  floor.  When  he  reached 
his  own  room  the  flames  were  coming  through  the  flooring,  and  he  found 
himself  immediately  afterwards  surrounded  by  fire.  He  was  compelled  to 
retreat  into  the  back  room  and  throw  himself  out  of  the  window  into  the 
yard,  a height  of  about  fifteen  feet — his  fall  was  broken  by  a water  butt, 
which  severely  injured  him.  When  he  got  upon  his  feet  he  heard  a 
noise  from  a window  above  which  proceeded  from  Mrs.  Sweeney.  He 
called  out  to  her  and  she  immediately  came  to  the  window,  and  ex- 
claimed, “ Is  that  you,  Jem  Robinson  ?”  to  which  he  replied  it  was,  and 
told  her  that  the  only  way  to  save  herself  and  family  was  to  throw  her 
children  out  of  window  and  jump  after  them.  He  had  scarcely  uttered 
the  words  when  a woman,  named  Ryan,  fell  from  a window  upon  him, 
and  knocked  him  down.  As  soon  as  he  got  up  again,  Mrs.  Sweeney 
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said,  “ For  God’s  sake,  save  my  children.”  He  picked  up  a pillow  at 
his  feet,  and  held  it  up,  calling  out  to  Mrs.  Sweeney  to  throw  out  her 
children.  She  threw  out  one,  and  it  fell  upon  the  pillow  and  rolled  off 
again  on  to  the  stone  pavement  of  the  yard.  He  put  the  child  away, 
and  called  out  to  Mrs.  Sweeney  to  throw  the  others  out.  He  heard  her 
calling  out  in  a faint  voice,  “ Oh  ! Johnny,  Johnny,  come  here,  we  shall 
all  be  burnt.”  He  held  up  the  pillow  to  receive  another,  but  Mrs.  Swee- 
ney came  to  the  window  a second  time  without  one,  put  out  her  arms, 
and  fell  over  the  window  ledge,  where  she  remained  calling  out,  “ Oh, 
Johnny,  Johnny,  come  here,  come  here,  dear,  we  shall  ail  be  burnt.” 
The  children  were  running  about  the  house  amidst  the  flames,  calling- 
out,  “ Mother,  mother.”  The  poor  woman  called  out,  “ Oh  God,  save 
me!  oh,  Ford,  save  me!  have  mercy  on  my  soul,  we  shall  be  burnt.” 
He  stopped  in  the  yard  for  some  time,  but  saw  Mrs.  Sweeney  no  more. 
He  got  away  over  a wall  with  Mary  Ryan  and  one  of  the  children.  He 
thought  the  fire  originated  among  the  rags.” 

The  Coroner  and  Jury  said,  the  conduct  of  Robinson  was  highly 
praiseworthy,  and  entered  into  a subscription  for  his  relief.  The  money 
was  handed  to  him  in  the  room. 

THE  FOLLOWING  LETTER  FROM  THE  CORONER  WAS  ANNEXED. 

Goclalming,  Surrey,  12 th  Feb.  1838. 

Gentlemen, — At  an  inquest  held  by  me  this  day,  I cannot  express  in 
sufficient  terms  the  heartfelt  pleasure  and  satisfaction  I derived,  and  in 
which  I am  sure  every  one  of  the  jurors  most  fully  participated  on  hear- 
ing the  evidence  of  James  Robinson  (confirmed,  as  it  was,  by  other  tes- 
timony,) one  of  the  unfortunate  inmates  of  the  house  lately  burnt  in 
Gravel-lane.  His  humane  conduct,  and  heroic  exertions  in  the  endea- 
vour to  save  poor  Mrs.  Sweeney  and  her  infant  children,  (after  escaping 
himself  with  his  own  family  from  the  house,)  and  in  which  bold  attempt 
his  life  was  nearly  sacrificed,  is  beyond  all  praise.  I do,  therefore,  with 
sincere  pleasure  recommend  this  poor  fellow,  now  almost  in  a disabled 
and  destitute  condition,  to  the  consideration  of  your  most  excellent  and 
benevolent  Institution,  as  a person  eminently  deserving  your  support  and 
assistance.

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Mr.  Spring  next  read  the  following  letter  relative  to  the 
fire  which  took  place  at  Mr.  Flack’s,  on  the  6th  of  Febru- 
ary last. 

To  the  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Life  from  Fire. 


16 th  March,  1838. 


Gentlemen, — 1 beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  very 
great  and  competent  services  which  were  rendered  by  Thomas  Loader,  \ 
of  the  Fire  Brigade,  stationed  in  Wellclose-square,  at  the  unfortunate 
fire  which  took  place  at  my  house  on  Tuesday  the  6th  of  February  last. 
Independently  of  the  great  activity  displayed  generally  by  Mr.  Loader 
during  the  progress  of  the  fire,  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  him 
for  the  promptitude  which  be  exhibited  in  procuring  the  ladders  whereby 
the  inmates  of  my  house  were  enabled  to  escape,  when,  but  for  his  as- 
sistance they  would  most  probably  have  all  perished,  for  in  consequence 
of  the  rapidity  with  which  the  flames  spread,  all  retreat  was  cut  off  from 
the  lower  part  of  the  bouse,  when  Mr.  Loader,  having  procured  the  lad- 
ders, and  placed  them  against  the  wall  of  a cooperage  situate  at  the 
rear  of  my  house,  proceeded,  at  the  imminent  risk  of  his  own  life,  in 
rescuing  nine  persons,  by  assisting  them  over  the  roof  of  the  cooperage,  i 
and  thence  down  the  ladders,  and  thus  was  the  means  of  saving  the 
lives  of  so  many  of  his  fellow-creatures,  who  but  for  his  timely  aid  o 
would  in  all  probability  have  perished.

This  letter  was  accompanied  by  a testimonial  from  se- 
veral respectable  inhabitants  of  the  vicinity,  confirmatory  , 
of  Mr.  Flack’s  statement.  Loader’s  exertions  were  stated 
to  have  been  highly  efficient  and  praiseworthy  on  that  oc- 
casion.

Mr.  Spring  read  the  following  information  of  Thomas 
Overton,  of  the  Fire  Brigade,  relative  to  a fire  in  Good-  , 
man’s-fields  : — 


1838.— I was  called  to  a fire  in  Leman-street,  Goodman’s-fields,  at 
Messrs.  Collyer  and  Wilson’s,  wholesale  wine,  ale,  and  porter  sellers. 
When  I arrived  there,  I found  the  cellar  on  fire,  but,  from  the  intense 
smoke,  could  not  then  enter.  I was  informed  there  was  a man  in  the 
cellar ; 1 then  entered,  and  Loader  followed,  but  could  not  find 
I went  to  the  foot  of  the  stairs,  to  breathe.  We  went  round  the  cellar 
a second  time,  on  our  hands  and  knees  ; I then  found  him  behind  a 
porter  butt.  I then  called  Loader,  who  was  also  in  the  cellar,  who 
assisted  me  in  getting  the  man  out  of  the  cellar.  We  then  carried  him 
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to  Mr.  Graves’s,  surgeon,  assisted  by  other  firemen.  I then  held  him  in 
my  arms  while  the  others  rubbed  him,  he  being  apparently  dead.  In 
about  two  hours,  signs  of  life  appeared  ; after  which  we  took  him  to  his 
own  residence,  in  Lambeth-street. 

Thomas  Overton. 

Subjoined  was  a letter  from  Mr.  Wilson,  in  which  the 
conduct  of  Loader  and  Overton  was  highly  spoken  of. 

The  Noble  Chairman  then  presented  the  medals  to  Over- 
ton  and  Loader.  This  was  the  second  presentation  to 
Loader,  who  was  loudly  applauded. 

Mr.  Spring  then  read  the  evidence  of 

Thomas  Easom,  a labourer,  residing  at  15,  Paradise-place,  Islington  ; 
who  deposed,  that  he  knew  all  the  deceased,  who  resided  with  their 
parents  in  Paradise-place.  Their  father  was  a manufacturer  of  fire- 
works. Witness  was  awakened  on  Sunday  morning,  about  five  o’clock, 
by  a knocking  at  the  window-shutters,  and  a cry  of  “ Fire !”  He  im- 
mediately got  up.  and  proceeded  to  where  the  fire  was,  which  was  at 
Mr.  Cockerell’s.  When  he  arrived,  he  saw  the  flames  coming  out  at 
one  of  the  upper  windows  of  the  house.  Witness  saw  a ladder  raised  to 
one  of  the  windows,  at  which  Mr.  Cockerell  the  elder  was.  Witness 
went  up  the  ladder,  and  endeavoured  to  assist  him  out,  but  was  obliged 
to  descend  from  fear  of  suffocation.  Witness  again  went  up  the  ladder, 
accompanied  by  a policeman,  William  Harris,  No.  112  N.;  and,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  latter,  he  got  Mr.  Cockerell  out  of  the  window,  but 
they  unfortunately  let  him  fall.  Before  that,  he  (witness)  saw  John 
Cockerell,  one  of  the  deceased,  lying  on  a bed  under  the  same  window. 
After  the  father  had  been  got  out,  witness  got  hold  of  John  Cockerell, 
but  was  obliged  to  descend  the  ladder,  in  almost  a state  of  suffocation. 
His  hair  was  much  burned.  Witness  saw  one  of  the  younger  brothers, 
Henry  Cockerell,  on  the  same  bed,  and  they  both  appeared  to  be  quite 
insensible. 

His  Lordship  then  presented  the  medals  of  the  Society 
to  Thomas  Easom,  and  William  Harris,  police  constable,

Lord  Teignmouth  addressed  the  Meeting,  regretting  that  he  was 
obliged  to  leave  them  previous  to  the  termination  of  the  interesting 
business  of  the  day  ; he  thanked  the  company  for  their  kind  attention, 
and  in  strong  language  recommended  the  Society  to  their  patronage 
and  support ; and  in  quitting  the  chair,  he  felt  honoured  in  being 
allowed  to  name  the  gallant  and  venerable  officer,  Captain  Manby,  to 
take  his  place.
